To The Working Press, Radio and TV 


This media guide has been prepared with the hope it will assist you in 
your Governors football coverage. 


Municipal Stadium has a press box on the east side consisting of two 
floors. The top level houses press row and contains two radio booths, one 
for the officially-designated visiting station/network and one for the 
Governors Sports Network broadcast team. The lower level has space for 
University guests. 


A three-level press box on the stadium's west side complements the 
newer east-side press box. The top level contains housing for film crews. 
APSU and opposing coaches utilize the middle level for phone purposes 
to the respective benches. The lower level contains four booths, one for 
the public address announcer and scoreboard operators only, and the 
other three for scouts and overflow media. 


Press Credentials: A media pass requests should be 
mailec to Brad Kirtley, Box 4515, Austin Peay State University, Clarksville, 
TN 37044. All telephone requests/confirmations for press passes should 
be directed to Brenda Harrison, assistant to the sports information 
director. Only those individuals with official Austin Peay media passes will 
be adrnitted to the press boxes. Newspaper passes and sideline passes 
will not be honored. Each pass will entitle the authorized staff member to 
full courtesies and complete press box services. Passes are non- 
transferable. Spouses, dates and non-workers are not permitted in the 
press box working areas. 


Picking Up Credentials: No press box or sideline 
passes for APSU football games will be mailed as they must be reserved 
in advance. Credentials may be secured at the Will-Call window on the 
stadium side near the press box where the individual will be working. 
Photographers requiring only a sideline pass can secure the pass at the 
east-side Will-Call window. 


Parking: Parking on or near the front row of the lot on the 
stadium's east side is available to working media. Special permits are 
required and may be obtained by contacting the Sports Information Office 
a week in advance. 


Photo Coverage: Photographers requiring press box space 
will need a media pass forthe press box. Media passes will be issued only 
to authorized personnel representing news media on the field and must 
be displayed at all times. No unauthorized free-lance photographers will 
be permitted on the sidelines. 


Radio Coverage: Radio broadcast permission should be 
obtained in advance in writing. Press box reservations should be made 
in advance of the game. Besides the Governors Sports Network and the 
visiting team's official designated outlet, the two booths on the lower level 
also are available. Arrangements for broadcast lines installation should 
be made at least three days in advance with South Central Bell in 
Nashville (in-state: toll free 1-782-6839; out-of-state: call collect (615) 
782-6839). 


Scouts: College scouts are permitted in the west-side press box 
on a space-available basis. Professional scouts will be allocated space 
on a first-come, first-served basis. Requests for scouting credentials 
should be made directly to the APSU Sports Information Office. 


Telephones/Fax: Austin Peay will provide three telephones 
in the press box for the convenience of individuals staffing the game. The 
Sports Information Office also has a facsimile located in Dunn Center. 
Persons planning to file by fax must notify the Sports Information Office 
in advance to assure availability for use. 


Press Box Services: Pre-garne information packets will 
be distributed prior to each contest. In addition, the press box will 
distribute complete statistical information to persons staffing the game. 
Soft drinks and other culinary items will be available in the press box.

647-5657. 


Special Requests: Anyone desiring additional or special 
information should make arrangements in advance with the Sports 
Information Office. 


Interview Policies: The best time to reach head coach 
Roy Gregory in his office is between 9 a.m.—12 noon daily. If further 
assistance is needed, please contact the Sports Information Office at 
(615) 648-7561. Game-week player interviews should be arranged after 
practice through the Sports Information Office. After a short meeting with 
his players, Coach Gregory will be available for post-game interviews 
outside the Governors' dressing room. The APSU lockerroom also will be 
open to the press at that time. The APSU Sports Information Office is 
aware of newspaper deadline problems in conjunction with home night 
games.

The school has 
an excellent academic reputation and 
(President) Dr. (Oscar) Page and 
Tim (Weiser, athletics director) are 
committed to having a successful 
winning program...I have spent 17 
years—as a player and coach—in 
Tennessee and I am looking forward 
to building a winner."

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In listening to Roy Gregory, one would have to believe the revolving door 
has finally stopped leading into Austin Peay State University's football offices. 

“| plan to be here for the long haul," said Gregory, appointed APSU's 14th 
head coach December 28, 1990. “I am committed to building a successful 
program. | have been in the coaching profession a long time. You come to that 
point in your life and career where you want to plant yourself. This is it. 

"This is the perfect opportunity for me and I am looking forward to building 
this football program." 

Gregory is not looking at his football program through rose-colored 
glasses. He inherits a team from John Palermo that went 0-11 in 1990. 

"The first thing we want is for this program to be competitive—you have 
to crawl before you can walk. When you look back at last year's team and 
notice they had five or six seniors, that pretty much tells the story. You will start 
winning consistently when you have 20 or more seniors every year. 

"Consistency also is reflected in the coaching staff. | know for some of 
these guys we will be the third coaching staff they have had in three years. It's 
hard to develop any type of consistency when the systems are changing along 
with the coaching staffs." 

The 1991 Governors will be youthful. Again, the Govs are short on seniors 
(12), but Gregory returns almost 40 lettermen and 16 starters. 

"You would like to get to a situation where you can bring kids in and have 
the opportunity to redshirt them if possible, especially with linemen,” Gregory 
said. "Obviously, we're not at that point. We have some kids here who could 
have benefitted from a freshman redshirt season but were forced to play 
because of (few) numbers. We also probably will be forced to play some of 
our freshmen this year also. It's hard to ask a true sophomore to go up against 
a fifth-year senior. 

"But the kids worked hard during the spring and have showed the attitude 
they wantto excel. They wantto learn and learning only can take place where 
there is a desire to learn." 

The Governors learned much a year ago, despite failing to win a game. 
They were competitive in several games, including single- and triple-overtime 
losses in their final two contests. 

"Our one goal this spring was to build the players' confidence," Gregory 
said. "We also wanted them to build confidence in one another. Team unity 
is important and we want a family-type atmosphere—everyone pulling in the 
same direction. | believe we accomplished that. You could see that as the 
spring progressed and | think you will see that carry over in the fall." 


THE OFFENSE 
The Quarterbacks 


For the first time in three years the Governors will enter the season with 
experience at quarterback. In fact, the Govs enter 1991 with three so-called 
"veteran" quarterbacks. 


Quarterback Reggie Williams and running back Eric Dance, both juniors, 
are expected to be vital cogs in the Governors' offensive attack. 


1991 Governors Football Outlook 


The starting battle is expected to center around incumbent Reggie 
Williams (5-9, 175, Jr.) and Kailik Hunter (6-1, 180, So.). Williams (42 of 92 
passing, 335 yards; 381 yards rushing) began the 1990 season as a starter 
but lost his job early to Hunter (39 of 99 passing, 401 yards; 164 yards 
rushing). However, Williams regained the job during the final four contests. 

Williams also had a solid spring while Hunter was bothered by numerous 
injuries. In fact, he was sidelined for the final week because of a broken foot. 
How that mends will determine his ability to battle Williams for the starting 
position come fall. Gregory's option-style attack should fit their abilities. 

Meanwhile, 6-3 sophomore Eric Gregory (17 of 37, 165 yards) also is 
back. He still is attempting to adjust to the option game. 

The Governors added young depth to the quarterback picture by signing 
freshmen Dan Williams (5-10, 165) and Jay Hampton (6-1, 180). 


The Running Backs 


The Governors quickly will need to develop depth at running back after 
Switching to the wishbone. APSU has just one proven back entering the fall. 
Junior running back Eric Dance (6-0, 
200) rushed for 628 yards, despite being J 
slowed from a previous season knee 
surgery. The 6-0, 200-pounder set a 
school record for most single-game car- 
ries (37) against Illinois State. He looked | 
quicker and stronger during the spring. 
Dance enters the fall at fullback but could 
possibly play one of the other running í ` 
back spots if needed. | 

Behind him is sophomore Jody Smith 
(6-2, 200), who also showed flashes of 
potential (138 yards rushing, 3.3 ypc) in 
his initial season while another sopho- 
more, Samy Hillman (5-11, 155), hasthe 
break-away speed the Govs sorely 
lacked in 1990...if he can take the 
pounding. He was one of the nation’s top E 
Division I-AA kick returners (25.9 yards 
per return) a year ago. 

Senior slotback Andre O'Kelly (31 
receptions, 313 yards) led the team in 
receiving and the 5-10, 190-pounder is 
an excellent third-down receiver. 

Meanwhile, sophomore Jamie Spicer 
(5-10, 185) has been moved from wide 
receiver to running back as has medical 
redshirt Lance Cole, who enjoyed a good 
spring while gaining confidence in his surgically repaired knee. 

The Govs' staff also will look to some freshmen for help, in particular Joe 
Weems (5-9, 195) plus possibly local product Tony Gray (5-8, 170) or Frank 
Sales (5-9, 160).

'The Wide Receivers 


The wide receiver spot becomes even more important in the Govs' 
combination wishbone and run ’n’ shoot offense. 

With that thought in mind, the Govs' staff moved Eric Wells (6-1, 175) from 
free safety during the spring. The transition was smooth for the athletic senior 
to the spot he originally was recruited to play. 

Also, junior Shatu Blake (5-11, 180) was just getting the hang of playing 
receiver before suffering a broken leg late in the 1990 season. He still is 
bouncing back from the injury. 

Two newcomers also figure prominently into the picture. Juco transfer 
John David Weeks (6-1, 175) is considered an outstanding possession-type 
receiver while freshman Barry Wilson (5-10, 176) enjoyed a superb prep 
career. Several walk-ons also could work their way into the playing picture. 


'The Tight Ends 


Tight end also becomes important to the Govs' new offensive style. 
Obviously, the tight end must be a strong blocker. In the Govs' case, he also 
will need to catch well. 

Sophomore James Laney (6-1, 215) made a big mid-season splash at 
tight end (5 catches, 42 yards) after shifting from defense. However, a knee 
injury cut short his season. He is considered a hard-nosed aggressive player 
who still must improve his pass-catching skills. 


Sophomore Todd Waller (6-5, 215) has strong catching abilities but must 
improve his bulk and blocking skills. 

Meanwhile, sophomore Sean Counihan (6-1, 245) was shifted to tight end 
from guard during the spring. However, don't be surprised to see him return 
to offensive line during the fall. 

His return may be as a result of freshmen signee Kenny Dallas (6-4, 250), 
who is an outstanding tight-end prospect and student. 


The Offensive Line 


The offensive line again is an area where the Govs return not only 
experience but size as well. 

Senior center Trevor Hunt (6-3, 250) is the "little guy" of the group. He is 
coming off a consistent junior campaign. 

Senior Jaime Hagan (6-3, 280) is considered the most talented of the 
Govs' lineman and his size is no longer a “weighty” issue after a strenuous off- 
season program. He was moved to guard from tackle during the spring. 

Also back is junior Mack Young (6-6, 265) and Bill Sneathen (6-3, 275), 
who both earned starting time at tackle a year ago. Sneathen is considered 
a strong competitor with a chance to be a standout. 

The only expected newcomer is redshirt sophomore guard Vernon Lesser 
(6-3, 280), who transferred to APSU last year from Army. 

The Govs also may have developed some quality depth during the spring. 
Both redshirt freshmen Eric Cross (6-0, 250) and Tyler Ray (6-2, 245) were 
shifted from defensive line and made favorable impressions at guard. Also, 
another redshirt William Cephus (6-0, 283) offers strength at tackle. 

Duke Snyder (6-4, 235) was shifted to offensive line in the spring but it’s 
likely he will move back to defense in the fall. Jeff Stec (6-0, 220), a part-time 
starter at linebacker last season, was shifted to center and will back up Hunt 
along with another sophomore D.J. Carter (6-2, 235). 

Meanwhile, a host of youngsters—-John Crabbe (6-4, 240), Brian Norwood 
(6-5, 265), Dave Wilson (6-6, 250), John Payne (6-3, 250)—should give the 
Govs' great future potential. 


Senior Jaime Hagan is hoping to wrap up his APSU career in strong 
fashion. He was moved from tackle to guard in the Govs' wishbone 
offense. 


THE DEFENSE 


The Defensive Line 


The Governors have just one tested veteran up front defensively. Senior 
Jeff Crutchfield (6-0, 235) should be the leader after flourishing as a junior (54 
tackles, including eight for losses). However, he will be playing tackle in a four- 
man front instead of nose guard in a three-man line. That transition didn't 
seem to bother him in the spring. In fact, he utilized his tremendous quickness 
in pass-rushing situations. 

His linemates all will be new. Entering the fall, 1990 reserve Earl Lester (6- 
1, 260, Jr.) is listed as the other tackle starter after a strong spring. Also in the 
picture is Darryl Hamilton (6-2, 240), who played his first two seasons as a 
defensive lineman before being moved to offensive line last season. He was 
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moved back to defense during the 
Spring and will continue to challenge 
Lester for the starting spot when fall 
rolls around. 

Hopefully, oft-moved Richard 
Darden (6-3, 225, Jr.) has finally found 
his niche as a down lineman-—at de- 
fensive end. Perhaps the Govs' best 
athlete, Darden played both tight end 
and inside linebacker a year ago. He 
was APSU's leading tackler in 1989 as 
alinebacker. He could offer outstand- 
ing pass-rushing ability. 

Sophomore Charles Woods (6-3, 
210) also was moved to an end posi- 
tion from linebacker after coming off а 
strong 1990 second-half (48 tackles, 
six for losses). 

Depth could pose a problem. 
Sophomore Mark Snead (6-2, 205) is 
behind Darden while junior Keith Ware 
(6-2, 205) is listed behind Woods. Both 
saw very little playing time a year ago. 
Juco transfer Ray Moore (6-2, 260, 
Jr.) should bolster the end spots. 

Meanwhile, depth at tackle should be more plentiful. Along with Hamilton, 
senior Edward McSwine (6-1, 225) offers experience while Duke Snyder (6- 
4, 235) is expected to return to defense after giving offensive line a try during 
the spring. Also, John Ludes (6-3, 230) transferred during the winter and was 
able to gain valuable learning time during the spring. 

Freshmen James Garrett (6-3, 270), William Bruce (6-5, 235) and Patrick 
Storey (6-3, 210) offer future potential. 


The Linebackers 


Unquestionably linebacker is the Govs’ most talented and deep defensive 
position. No less than six linebacker candidates have been starters sometime 
during their respective careers. The switch from a four- to a three-linebacker 
system has made the situation extremely competitive. 

Senior Randy Murphree (6-0, 215) goes into the fall listed as the number 
one inside linebacker after a solid 1990 campaign (54 tackles in seven 
games) and 1991 spring. Considered hard-nosed, he is expected to be one 
of the team’s defensive leaders. 

Backing him up are two quality players—sophomore Bunky Beasley (5- 
11, 220) and junior Tony Brunetti (6-1, 205). A starter at inside backer last 
season, Beasley finished 1990 second in tackles (59). He continues to regain 
the speed he lost from a 1989 broken leg and should challenge for a starting 
berth. 

Brunetti, meanwhile, saw his sophomore season hampered by injuries to 
both knees. He appeared healthy during the spring. 

At one outside linebacker is the active senior Bobby Boddie (5-9, 190), 
who missed the last five 1990 games with a fractured eye socket. He still

finished'seventh in tackles (48, nine for 
losses). The Govs' strongest player 
pound-for-pound,. Boddie is a legiti- 
mate big-play producer. 

Behindhim are sophomore Anthony 
Hickey (5-10, 210) and junior Gary 
Hartfield (5-8, 190). Hickey bounced 
around from linebacker to fullback to 
nose guard last season. After playing 
strong safety last season, Hartfield has 
returned to the position at which he 
enjoyed considerable success during 
1989. 

The other linebacker spot should 
be a battle between sophomore Brian 
Harvey (6-1, 215) and redshirt sopho- 
more Julius Thorpe (6-1, 215). Thorpe 
was the 1990 starter before suffering a 
broken thumb. However, Harvey, an 
outstanding athlete, enjoyed an out- 
standing spring and enters the fall atop 
the depth chart. 

The Govs also have additional 
depth in senior Bucky Dixon (6-1, 200), 
who played in the secondary a year ago. 

Added to this already deep area are a couple of freshmen standouts 
Marcus Watkins (6-2, 235) and Willie Little (6-2, 220). 


The Secondary 


Without question, the secondary 
was the one defensive area needing the 
most help during the spring. For defen- 
` sive coordinator Vince Hoch, who has 
several former players now in the NFL, 
the first task was to rebuild their shat- 
tered confidence. 

lt appeared to work. For instance, 
4 senior Jason Jackson (5-9, 170), who 
once was one of the league’s best de- 
fenders, seemed to rediscover the vigor 
not seen since he was a freshman. 

Sophomore Joe Pasley (5-10, 
180) seemed settled in at strong safety 
after also playing corner as a freshman. 
4 The athletic James Mesidor (6-0, 

195, Jr.) seemedtoflourish atfree safety 
after playing cornerback in 1990. He still 
must fend off incumbent Thomas Max- 
well (6-1, 195, Gol, who was the Govs' 
best defender during the latter half of his

freshman season. 

Entering the fall, the other cornerback position belongs to the quick Darius 
Willis (5-10, 175, So.), who is strong in one-on-one coverage. 

The Govs also have looked to the junior college route for possible help in 
thefall—cornerback Renard Simmons (5-10, 195, Jr.), safety Freddie Waters 
(6-1, 195, Jr.) and safety Matt Price (6-0, 195, Jr.). All three could pay

dividends immediately. 
Meanwhile, freshmen like Arthur King (5-9, 165) and James Loycd (5-9, 
160) offer added speed. 


THE KICKING GAME 


The Govs'two kickers would like to have the other's problem of a year ago. 
For instance, Grad Wright was too busy in 1990. The senior set a school 
record for most single-season punts (82). He also became quite adept at 
placing his punts during the season's latter stages. Still, hé must improve his 
hang time and distance (only 37.3 yard average in 1990). 

Meanwhile, sophomore placekicker Steve Munnell's problem was just the 
opposite in a solid first season. In 11 games, he only had the opportunity to 
attempt 21 placekicks (6-9 FGs, 12-12 РАТ»). In fact, three of his nine field- 
goal attempts came in one game. 

There's no reason to believe Munnell won't improve his range as well as 
his kickoff distances with another year of strength and maturity. If his number 
of opportunities increases, he should become a consistent effective weapon. 

D.J. Carter gives the Govs' kicking game an added bonus as an outstand- 
ing deep snapper. 

As far as returns are concerned, Samy Hillman was the OVC's kick return 
leader (25.9 avg.) but must lick his fumbling problem. 

Look for one of the speedy newcomers to join him as well as play a part 
in puntreturns. The Govs' coaches may be looking for a little more productivity 
from the punt-return game. The sure-handed senior Andre O'Kelly is the 
incumbent. 


Sophomore kicker Steve Munnell hopes to be more active in his 
sophomore year after connecting on 6 of 9 field-goal attempts in 1990. 
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^What really attracted us to Roy is he is 
a man who understands winning and 


what steps it takes to achieve success. 
At the same time, he also understands 
the patience it takes to attain that suc- 
cess level. He has been part of programs 
that have been down and been through 
the subsequent rebuilding process. In 
addition to his excellent coaching 
background, he is a man of unquestion- 
able integrity and character who has a 
strong commitment to the student-ath- 
lete. We certainly are pleased to have 
Roy leading our football program and 
are excited about its future."

Head Football Coac 


Roy Gregory is adamant 
about ending Austin Peay's 
revolving door of head 
coaches and is committed to 
building a strong football pro- 
gram. 

He became APSU's 14th 
head coach, Dec. 28, 1990, 
replacing John Palermo. 
Gregory came to Austin Peay 
from South Carolina, where 
he served as inside lineback- 
ers coach for two seasons. 

However, Gregory has spent more than 17 years as a 
player and coach in Tennessee. That factor enticed both 
coach and university into marriage. 

The Fulton, Miss., native graduated from Itawamba 
Agricultural High School, where he earned all-conference 
and All-State honors. 

He lettered three seasons at nose guard at Tennessee- 
Chattanooga before beginning his coaching career as an 
assistant at Tennessee Military Institute (TMI) in Sweetwater. 


“When the job came open last year (1989) 
I was interested, But I had been at South 
Carolina less than a year. I had been hired 
by coach (Joe) Morrison and only been 
here 22 days when he died (of a heart 
attack). When Sparky (Woods) took over 
I was the only one he retained from coach 
Morrison's staff. I felt like I owed Coach 
Woods some loyalty. It wouldn't have been 
right to leave. Certain things still needed to 
be completed."

After four seasons, he became head coach and athletic 
director at Greeneville High School (1972-76) before mov- 
ing into the college ranks. 

He began his college career under Joe Morrison at his 
alma mater, Tennessee-Chattanooga, in 1976, serving as 
offensive line coach and recruiting coordinator. Gregory 
also served as Morrison's administrative aid. He remained 
there until. 1982. 

Gregory then spent single seasons at Memphis State 
(1983-84) as defensive line coach, New Mexico (1984-85) 
as offensive coordinator and Vanderbilt (1985-86) as de- 


fensive line and kicking game coach. 

He next moved to Mississippi State, where Gregory 
served three seasons (1986-89) as assistant head coach 
under Rocky Felker.

Only 22 days after Gregory's arrival, 
Morrison died of a heart attack. 

Gregory was the only Morrison staff member retained by 
incoming coach Sparky Woods. Not only was he in charge 
of inside linebackers but the kicking game as well. 

Gregory and his wife, Barbara, have two daughters, 
Valerie, age 14, and Erin, age 11. He is deeply involved in 
FCA (Fellowship of Christian Athletes). 


Vince Hoch 


Defensive Coordinator 


Austin Peay's new defensive coordinator 
has spent 20 years as a Division | assistant 
coach, 14 as defensive coordinator. 

Vince Hoch long has been known as a 
great teacher and motivator during his dis- 
tinguished defensive coaching career. Five 
times during his career, he has been a part of 
first-year coaching staffs that have produced 
winning first seasons at schools whose pre- 
vious campaigns were losing ones. 

In addition to his coordinator duties at 
APSU, Hoch will coach the secondary, his 
area of unquestioned expertise. Since 1981, 
19 defensive backs he has coached have 
signed professional contracts. Eight of those 
currently are active in the NFL. 

The 1962 Pfeiffer College graduate be- 
gan his college coaching career at Temple, 
spending 13 seasons (1970-82)—-10 as de- 
fensive coordinator.

The idea of forming the Ohio Valley Conference was 
originated in 1941, but could not be implemented until after 
World War Il. In 1948, five schools—Western Kentucky, 
Eastern Kentucky, Murray State, Morehead State and Lou- 
isville—withdrew from the Kentucky Intercollegiate Athletic 
Conference and were joined by Evansville in forming the 
original membership of the OVC. They were joined shortly 
thereafter by Tennessee Tech and Marshall. 

The membership has changed somewhat over the years. 
Middle Tennessee joined the league in 1952, East Tennessee 
in 1957 and Austin Peay in 1962. They replaced Louisville, 
which became an Independent in 1949, and Marshall and 
Evansville, which departed in 1952. East Tennessee left in 
1978 and was replaced by Akron. Youngstown joined the 
league in 1979, and Western Kentucky left in 1982. 

Akron left the OVC at the 1986-87 season’s end, and 
Youngstown State after the 1987-88 campaign. However, 
Tennessee State joined the conference in 1987 and was 
eligible for all conference championships the following year. 

Southeast Missouri joins the OVC this year after being a 
dominant Division 11 force. Tennessee-Martin has been 
conditionally admitted to the OVC for the 1992-93 season. 

In 1955, the National Collegiate Athletic Association 
formally recognized the OVC as a major basketball confer- 
ence, giving the league’s champion an automatic bid to the 
post-season NCAA Tournament. At the time, the OVC was

only the second six-team conference to obtain major siatus 
from the NCAA Tournament. Prior to 1955, Western <en- 
tucky, Eastern Kentucky and Murray State were the only DVC 
members ranked as major basketball powers. 

For many years, the OVC has been represented in the 
nation’s top holiday and post-season basketball totirna- 
ments. The league also has won recognition for its programs 
in football, baseball, track, golf and tennis. 

The administration of the conference now is supervised 
by Dan Beebe, a former director of enforcement for the 
NCAA, who assumed the position in July 1989. He named 
long-time conference public relations director Jon Verner as 
assistant commissioner in December 1989. Angela Flazel 
assumed information director duties during Summer 1990. 

Beebe is the OVC's fifth commissioner, following Art 
Guepe (1963-75), Paul Dietzel (1975-76), Bob Vanatta (1976- 
79) and Delaney (1979-89). 

The commissioner is charged with the interpretatior: and 
enforcement of all conference regulations and rules of aligi- 
bility, as well as the supervision of its officials and distribution 
of information. 

Perhaps the ideals and purposes of the league are best 
expressed in one sentence of the OVC Code of Ethics, 
formulated in 1960: 

"Member institutions of the Ohio Valley Conference re- 
gard the athletic program as a part of the education proc3ss.” 


NCAA/OVC Tie Breaker Plan 


PROCEDURE FOLLOWING REGULATION PLAY. Imme- 
diately following the conclusion of the fourth quarter, officials 
shall instruct both teams to retire to their respective benches. 
The officials shall assemble on the 50-yard line and review 
these procedures. Without delay, the officials shall go directly 
to the team benches and escort the captains to the center of 
the field forthe cointoss. The winner ofthe toss shall be given 
the option of selecting offense or defense for the first posses- 
sion of the first overtime period and any subsequent odd- 
numbered periods. The loser of this toss shall have this option 
before all even-numbered overtime periods. 


BEGINNING THE OVERTIME. After the toss of a coin, a one- 
minute rest period shall be permitted. The referee shall select 
the goal at which the first overtime period shall be played. 
Team A shall receive the ball first on Team B's own 25-yard 
line. After Team A has had the ball for its series, whether it has 
scored or not, Team B becomes the offensive team with the 
ball on Team A’s own 25-yard line, first-and-ten. 


NUMBER OF DOWNS. Each team shall have possession of 
the ball until it has scored or failed to gain a first-and-ten by 
either running out of downs or loss of possession through an 
intercepted pass or fumble. When a team scores either a field 
goal or a touchdown, it gives up possession of the ball 
following the attempted field goal or try for an extra point(s) 
following the touchdown. 
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PASS INTERFERENCE. Rules pertaining to offensive and 
defensive pass interference remain the same in the ove time 
period as during regulation play except as noted iri the 
following situation... Team A commits offensive pass interfer- 
ence in Team B's end zone. Ruling: Team A is penalized 15 
yards and charged with loss of down. THE DEFENSE MAY 
NOT SCORE. 


TIME-OUTS. Each team shall be allowed one time-out for 
each extra period. 


FIELD GOALS. Field goals will count three points if success- 
ful. 


SCORING. The team scoring the greater number of points 
after an equal number of possessions shall be declared the 
winner. The final score shall be the total of all points scored 
by each team during regulation and overtime periods. 


ADDITIONAL PERIODS. If the score remains tied aftr an 
equal number of possessions, play will continue into an 
additional extra period(s). 
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“When I look at last year’s team and 
notice they had only five or six seniors 
that pretty much tells the story. You 
are going to start winning consistently 
when you have 20 or so seniors every 
year.”

Palermo resigns 
after one year 


What is that old saying about winter? “In like a 
lion...out like a lamb." 

That may be the best way to describe the one-year 
Austin Peay coaching tenure of John Palermo. 

Palermo rushed into town with plans to build a 
respectable football program. However, after just one 
season as Governors' head coach, Palermo longed for 
the life of an assistant coach—one with less responsibili- 
ties and pressures. As a result, he announced his 
resignation in early December. 

That's not to say Palermo and staff didn't improve 
the football team, despite its 0-11 record. The Govs were 
reasonably competitive in most 1990 games and never 
quit. In fact, APSU still fought to the bitter end, losing to 
Tennessee Tech, 20-14, in overtime, and Murray State, 
31-24, in triple overtime to conclude the season. 

When looking back, two major factors contributed 
to the Govs' winless season. APSU was unable to stop 
their opponents' passing games (53 percent completion 
percentage, 203 yards per game, 14 TD passes) and 
were unable to mount much of one. APSU quarterbacks 
completed just 43 percent of their pass attempts for an 
82-yard per game average. They also threw just four TD 
passes. 

Not all could be blamed on the quarterbacks, 
however, as a battered and sometimes makeshift offen- 
sive line permitted 24 quarterback sacks and numerous 
hurries. 

The Govs' passing problems added more pres- 
sure to the running game. Eric Dance, bouncing back 
from knee surgery, finished with 628 yards rushing. He 
became the first Gov in more than four seasons to 
compile two 100-yard-plus rushing games in a single 
campaign. 

The Govs' offensive inefficiency (just 9.8 points 
and 232 yards per game) led to Grad Wright setting a 
school record for most single-season punts (82). 

On the bright side, the Govs' became proficient 
stopping the run in the season's second half. Led by 
linemen Jeff Crutchfield and Kelly Barrett and a maturing 
group of young linebackers, APSU became a swarming, 
aggressive defensive front. 

Despite the winless campaign, the Govs had sev- 
eral standout individual performances during the sea- 
son. Having missed much of the season's latter stages, 
linebacker Randy Murphree came off the injury list to 
record 11 tackles against Tennessee Tech and then a 
career-best 18 against Murray State to finish his junior 
season. 

Eric Dance broke a 24-year-old record by carrying 
the ball 37 times against Illinois State. Hall of Famer 
John Ogles set the previous mark (36) in 1966. 

In that same game, quarterback Reggie Williarns 
came off the bench in the fourth quarter to rush for 71 
yards and pass for 37 more as APSU almost pulled off 
the late upset. 

However, the single mostimpressive performance 
was turned in by Richard Darden against Eastern Ken- 
tucky. The talented athlete had been shifted to tight end 
for his sophomore season start, but after disappointing 
results, he was moved back to linebacker late in the 
season. 

However, on November 3 against the Colonels, 
Darden was forced to play both ways when tight end 
James Laney went down with a knee injury. Defensively, 
Darden was involved in 14 tackles, while on offense, he 
caught eight passes for 63 yards and one touchdown. 
He was named OVC "Specialist of the Week" for his 
efforts. 

Still, those impressive individual performances 
couldn't prevent the Governors' first 0-11 in history. 
Palermo also became only the first one-year football 
head coach in University history before blowing out of 
town with the winter.

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Austin Peay State University is a comprehensive 
state-assisted university with a distinguished tradition 
in liberal and professional education.

Austin Peay State University is located in Clarksville, 
Tenn., a thriving community of 76,000 in Montgomery 
County, the second-fastest growing county in the 
southeast with a population of 100,498.

Tim Weiser is in his fourth year as Austin Peay's athletics 
director, producing a tremendous impact on not only the 
Governors athletic program but the community as well. 

Weiser assumed the position on June 17, 1988, coming 
to APSU from Wichita State University, where he served as 
assistantto the athletics director, assistant director of athlet- 
ics and then associate athletics director. 

In his APSU tenure, Weiser has been adamant about 
improving the student-athlete's environment. To stress this 
concern, Weiser hired the athletic department's first aca- 
demic coordinator. He also initiated the Athletics Director's 
honor roll for all athletes who attain a 3.0 grade-point 
average or better. 

Additionally, a Captain's Council was established to allow 
student-athletes from each sportto gain a better understand- 
ing ofthe athletic department's direction and a forum to voice 
their opinions or concerns. 

Weiser has been instrumental in Austin Peay's athletic 
fund raising. In several Governors Club fund-raising cam- 
paigns, more than $1 million has been raised in scholarship 
monies, Governors Club memberships, private donations 
and season-ticket sales. 

His leadership also led to restructuring the Governors 
Club, its membership levels and benefits. 

Weiser has spearheaded efforts to improve Austin Peay's 
athletic facilities. The Dunn Center/Dave Aaron Arena, 
Governor's Park, Municipal Stadium and the APSU tennis 
courts all have seen marked improvements or refurbishment 
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during his tenure. Further improvements are planned for 
those facilities plus the football practice areas. 

During his tenure, Weiser's staff hirings have procuced 
two OVC "Coaches of the Year"—Dave Loos (men's be sket- 
ball) and Lou Weiss (women's tennis). 

APSU's athletics director has stressed promotinc and 
marketing the athletic program in the Clarksville-Monigom- 
ery County region and on campus. In doing so, he has 
improved community and University relations. Austin Peay 
athletic teams have involved themselves in cleanirig up 
Clarksville, refurbishing playgrounds and delivering food to 
the needy.

In 
addition to assisting the athletics director in the unive’sity’s 
athletic program, he was responsible for the administration 
of Wichita State's primary athletic fund-raising organization, 
as well as all revenue-producing efforts of the department. 

Additionally, he assisted in the administration and super- 
vision of individual sports, including fund raising, fiscal 
operation, marketing and promotions. He was the a'hletic 
department's coordinator of NCAA, Missouri Valle; and 
Gateway Conference University rules interpretations, com- 
pliance and enforcement. 

From December 1985 until his appointment as associate 
athletics director, Weiser served as Wichita State's assistant 
director of athletics. Primary responsibilities during this time 
involved organization, implementation and direction o! fund- 
raising programs that included corporate, foundation and 
major gifts. 

Weiser served as assistant to the athletics director from 
February 1983 until he was named assistant director in 
1985. Responsibilities during this time included organizing 
and supervising recruitment efforts among the coziching 
staff for 16 sports. 

Additionally, he supervised and directed the academic 
support for all student-athletes including tutorial assistance 
and remedial programs. He was assigned a special project 
of directing and supervising construction of an $8C0,000 
baseball facility addition. 

Weiser received both his master's degree in counseling

Governors Radio Network 


After a four-year absence, WJZM-AM (1400) returns as the flagship station for Governors 
football, basketball and baseball broadcasts. 

The University and the AM station signed a three-year contract in May that includes 
broadcasts of all football and basketball games and selected baseball contests. 

Up until the 1990-91 season, WJZM was a part of APSU broadcasts for 41 consecutive 
years (it served as a WCVQ-FM network affiliate from 1987-89). 

WJZM, Inc., was purchased last year by Greg Guinn and Trent Knott. It already has 
commitments from “sister station" WTWL-FM (101.5) in Dover and WDBL in Springfield to 
serve as network affiliates. 

WJZM's contract with APSU includes sponsoring halftime activities, weekly football and 
basketball coaches shows, on-air promotion of APSU athletic events and athletic fund-raising 
efforts. 

Also returning as “Voice ofthe Govs,” is Bill Herndon, who served as play-by-play man from 
1982-87. 

A Clarksville native, Herndon has been involved with local and Austin Peay sports for more 
than 25 years. He previously served six seasons as public address announcer for APSU 
football and basketball. He built his sportscasting reputation as a high school sports’ play-by- 
play announcer. 

Herndon spent 15 exclusive years working in radio. He currently works as a car salesman 
for Brandon Toyota. 

He has been active in community affairs, serving on numerous boards and involved in 
many fund-raising activities. He is past president (1981-82) of the Governors Club. 

Married to the former Jan Manning, Herdon has two daughters, Amy, 15, and Ann
